mind alone, but that manual dexteri­ 
ty, ability to see and perceive quick­ 
ly are important factors in education. 
The manual training school lakes cog­ 
nizance of this new’ educational de­ 
mand and gives a part of each day 
to drawing, carpentry, machine work, 
cabinet making, etc. 
It is not the in­ 
tention of these schools to train me­ 
chanics. 
Students do not become ex­ 
perts in any one line; they get a fair 
knowledge of tools and they learn to 
use their hands and their eyes so 
that they feel the same confidence in 
these organs that a student, who has 
an ordinary school course feels in 
his mind. 
We see no reason 
why 
there should not be similar schools 
for girls. 
Women use their eyes and 
hands as much as men, hut in differ­ 
ent directions, and they should he 
taught in a systematic way how to 
use these organs. 
The girls in our 
schools will be the wives and mothers 
of the next generation and the courses 
of study should he so laid out thai 
these girls will lead happier and rich­ 
er lives and will be more successful 
as the 
future 
home-makers of our 
city. 
The 
manual 
training 
work 
should embrace those subjects which 
a woman 
should 
understand 
and 
which will be of use in life. 
Dress­ 
making, 
millinery, 
cooking, 
etc., 
should be taught, not with the idea of 
making these girls professional dress­ 
makers, or milliners, or cooks, but in 
such a manner as to enable them to 
direct a household in a better or more 
economical way.” 
How little we realize how much do­ 
mestic 
economy 
and 
good cooking 
means to the home.

871 they were 
obliged to pay Germany $1,000,OOO,OOO 
war indemnity, and since then ex­ 
pended, uselessly, millions upon the 
Panama canal, but today France is 
said to be about the wealthiest of all 
European nations, allying loaned, in 
1905, to our capitalists $150,000,000, 
to Germany $250,000,000 and a great­ 
er amount to Russia, her annual sur­ 
plus being about $500,000,000. 
You 
will justly think it a far cry, from a 
boiled potato to such stupendous fig­ 
ures, but intelligent supervision 
of 
millions of households in this coun­ 
try, in the future, is of more import­ 
ance than the mere saving of dollars 
and cents. 


The committee, to which I have re­ 
ferred, gave some time to the ques 
tion, why so many pupils drop out of 
school in the higher grades. 
They 
were not able, as some people, to state 
off hand, and without ever going in­ 
side the school room, just what the 
reason was, but admitted that it was 
very difficult to get at 
the 
facts. 
However, atfer considerable investi 
gation, they 
expressed the opinion 
that pupils left those grades for one 
or more of the following reasons: 
1. Poverty of parents, which com­ 
pelled the children to go to work as 
soon as they are 14 years of age 
2. Poor scholarship on part of stu­ 
dent, getting discouraged 
and 
not 
caring to make a further attempt. 
3. Impatience of school discipline, 
and anxiety to go to u’ork where they 
think to be more or less independent. 
4. Desire to begin the 
work 
of 
bread winning as soon as* possible. 
They cannot see that remaining in 
school will enable them to earn high­ 
er w’ages and they think the sooner 
they get to work the sooner they will 
learn those things which will push 


them forward. 
And the committee expressed the 
opinion that if these 
children 
see 
there is an oportunity for them to 
get, iii manual training or a commer­ 
cial course, those subjects which will 
fit them for some special work and 
which will enable them to earn bet­ 
ter wages when they leave 
school, 
they will he induced to continue their 
school career. 


This may all be true, perhaps our 
friends, the aldermen, will say, but 
we have so much invested in schools 
and school work now that it is im­ 
possible to expend twenty or twenty- 
five thousand dollars 
for this pur­ 
pose; the people would not approve 
or sustain us. 
Knowing that this ex­ 
penditure would he for the benefit of 
the children of the wage earners, as 
well as others, and to 
greatly in­ 
crease their ability to help the fami­ 


ly, I have no hesitation in declaring 
the belief that a judicious expenditure 
of money for this obpect would be 
conceded within five years to have 
been one of the very best investments 
made by any council at any time.ljLff 
anyone of us had expended one hun1 
dA d dolalrs in a building to enable a 
child to increase its chances for sue- 
f 
cess in life, by a few years’ schooling, 
twehty-two times, w’ould we hesitate 
to expend an additional five dollars if 
assured by the experience of others 
that this amount would more than 
double the opportunities for success, 
already provided? 
Considering 
the 
number of pup:ls enrolled and 
the 
amount now invested in school build­ 
ings, the additional expense for man­ 
ual training would be above five to 
one hundred . And I do not fully 
agree witfi the idea that we have done 
for our schools all that we should, or 
even as much as many people think. 
Let us compare this city with Du­ 
luth, with respect of school expendi­ 
tures. 
Although 
Duluth 
is 
about 
double the population of La Crosse, 
I have selected it because we often 
hear remarks upon the great distance 
the north part is from the rest of our 
city. 
In this city the distance from 
the school building farthest north to 
that farthest 
south, is about 
four 
miles. 
In Duluth the distance is over 
eighteen miles. 
Here, the greatest 
distance from a district school to the 
nigh school is a little 
over 
three 
miles, while in Duluth it is twelve 
miles. 
They have a high school build­ 
ing which cost, including site, $500,- 
000, as against ours of less than $200,- 
000. 
The value of their other school 
buildings is $1,300,000. with two now 
in progress of construction costing 
$50,000 each . The total cost of all 
our buildings and grounds, aside from 
the high school, is only $211,000. Add 
to this latter a n y 'cost for furnishing 
and heating which may not all he in­ 
cluded, and we* are behind 
Duluth 
over $1,400,000 in 
expenditures 
for 
school buildings. 
It will be wise for 
us to consided such facts when in­ 
clined to the belief th~t we have done 
all that is necessary in providing ed­ 
ucational facilities ofr the people.

fourth time in his life Henry Clay 
Frick has leaped into national prom­ 
inence. 
Wfhen President Cassatt of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company 
was taken seriously ill last summt. 
and it seemed that he was no longer 
able with his old vigor to struggle 
with the vast problems presented to 
the head of that great system, the 
directors, it is said, cast about for a 
possible successor in the event of Mr. 
Cassatt’s death. They fixed upon Mr. 
Frick. 
Whether the 
former 
steel 
magnate accepts the title of president 
or not it is quite certain that he is to 
be the dominating force in the affairs 
of the Pennsylvania. 
He is already 
a director and the largest individual 
owner of stock.' 
Mr. Frick is a remarkable man and 
has had a remarkable career. 
Not only national but international 
attention was riveted upon him for 
the first time in July, 1892, when the 
anarchist Bergmann attempted to as* 
sassinate Mr. Frick in his offices in 
Pittsburg. 
It was during the famous 
Homestead steel strike. 
In 1904 it w'as heralded broadcast 
that Mr. Frick had procured the ap­ 
pointment of Attorney General Phil­ 
ander C. Knox as United States sen­ 
ator from Pennsylvania, and although 
th s was not the fact yet for a sec­ 
ond time was Mr. Frick thrown con­ 
spicuously into the limelight of pub­ 
licity. 
A year ago attention was again di­ 
rected toward Mr. Frick by his ap­ 
pointment as chairman of the investi­ 
gating committee of the 
Equitable 
Life Assurance society and by the an­ 
nouncement that he was to 
desert 
Pittsburg to spend the remainder of 
his life in this city. 
As to Mr. Frick’s carcer. 
He was born in Fayette county, Pa., 
in 
1849, and while a boy became one 
of 
the trusted clerks in 
Overholt’s 
distillery. 
W hen barely 21 years old 
he engaged in the coke 
business as 
an operator on his own 
account. He 
made his first great strike in 1872 by 
building a coke road from Bradford 
to Mount Pleasant. 
The baltim ore 
and Ohio saw the value of the road 
and bought it in at a handsome profit. 
Mr. Frick at once invested his entire 
capital in coal lands and additional 
coke plants. 
In 1882 the coke inter­ 
ests held by him and E. M. and W a l­ 
ter Ferguson reached such an enor­ 
mous size that Carnegie Bros. & Co. 
paid $1,500,000 for 
a 
half 
interest 
therein. 
lib then bought a number of 
other works, bringing into one in­ 
terest from 20,000 to 25.000 acres O' 
Connellsville coal. 
Later the hold­ 
ings were increased 50 per cent. 
In 
busy times the 
company 
produced 
from 
18.000 to 20,000 tons of coke 
daily. 
On the death of David 
A. 
Stewart 
Mr. 
Carnegie, 
recognizing 
the great business 
ability 
of 
Mr. 
Frick, succeeded in getting him to 
take an interest in the firms of Car­ 
negie Bros. and Carnegie, Phipps & 
Co., and he accepted the position of 
chairman. 
When the companies con­ 
solidated with a capital stock of $25,- 
000.000 Mr. Frick became chairman ot 
the new organization and active head 
of its vast interests. 
Well advised men in the world of 
business say the building up of the 
great Carnegie concern to its present 
gigantic proportions was due to the 
genius of Mr. Frick and to his wild­ 
ness in innovation. 
Quick to see and 
appreciate the value of any new meth­ 
od, he was swift to acquire and install 
it in the Carnegie plant, frequently in 
direct opposition to the judgment of 
Mr. Carnegie, who is the epitome of 
conservatism. 
As a matter of fact 
Mr. Frick and Mr. Carnegie 
were 
never in thorough sympathy or ac­ 
cord in the conduct of their business. 
Various points of difference contin* 
ually arose, and the friction arising 
from these finally resulted in condi­ 
tions that made it impossible for the 
two men to longer work together. 
The predominant 
traits 
in 
Mr. 
Frick’s character are his fearlessness 
and tenacity. 
Once having made up 
his mind that a certain course of ac­ 
tion is expedient or necessary, he will 
adhere to his determination with un­ 
flinching persistency, and a bull-dog 
courage rarely found. 
Although un­ 
dersized he shows the possession of 
a robust constitution. 
His eyes, clear 
and penetrating, never wander from 
the face of the person with whom he 
is in consultation, and they, with the 
determined set of lips, show the firm­ 
ness and tenacity which have done so 
much to make his career successful. 
Mr. Frick is reputed to own about 
60.000 shares of the stock 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 
His influence 
in the policy of the road has been 
recognized for some time, and during 


the past few years rarely was any im­ 
portant financial project or extension 
of the road decided upon until Presi­ 
dent Cassatt 
secured 
Mr. 
Frick’s 
views on the subject. 
Mr. Frick is also a director of the 
Philadelphia aild Reading railway, the 
stock of which he also possesses a 
large block. 
In addition many of the 
largest enterprises located along the 
line of the Pennsylvania, particularly 
in the vicinity of Pittsburg, are under 
Mr. Frick’s control.
